DECISION ON APPEAL 
This is an appeal under 35 U.S.C. § 134 involving claims to a method 
for killing dividing endothelial cells. The Examiner has rejected claims as 
anticipated. We have jurisdiction under 35 U.S.C. § 6(b). We affirm. 
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STATEMENT OF THE CASE 

Claims 6, 7, 11, 15, 17, and 18 are on appeal (App. Br. 5). 1 Claims 11 
and 1 5 are representative and are set forth in the Claims Appendix to the 
Appeal Brief (App. Br. 20-21). Claims 6, 7, 17, and 18 are not separately 
argued and therefore stand or fall with claims 1 1 and 15. 37 C.F.R. 
§41.37(c)(l)(vii). 

Claims 6, 7, 11, 15, 17, and 18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(e) as anticipated by Bischoff et al. (US 6,080,578, Jun. 27, 2000) 
(Ans. 3). We affirm the rejection for the reasons stated in the Examiner's 
Answer. In particular, we conclude that the Examiner has set forth a prima 
facie case of inherent anticipation, which Appellants have not rebutted, 
again for the reasons stated in the Examiner's Answer.
